The meeting was opened by President Fred Weumer. 
(KL7NFM) 


Minutes. of, the previous meeting and the two prior 
Board of Directors Meetings were read by Club Secretary 
Dave, Zugsberger, (KL7FO). Motions were made to accept 
the minutes after correction of errors noted, these mo- 
tions were seconded and approved by the members. 


The treasurer's report was present by Betty Rhodes, 
(KL7AP) and after a brief’ discussion relating to paymeits 
made for telephone book advertisement and rental to the 
Stuckagain Heights Association, it was motioned for ap- 
proval. This motion was seconded and approved by the 
members. Betty also requested that members up for re~ 
newal’ of ARRL memberships please pay through our Club so 
that. proper credit cow be applied to our treasury. 


Tom Moore (KL79) was introduced and he reported on 
the Iditarod Trail committee mectings he had been attend- 
ing. Tom said that the Iditarod Committee had requested 
our club to provide a eenepr ications system all the way 
to Nome for next years race. his would require 3 to 5 
more stations than last years orreee. Also, Tom reported 
that the communication budget for this may run as high as 
$7,000, and that he would ‘be attending more meetings and 
reporting back to the Club later. ‘Tom requested that any- 
one interested in participating in the Iditarod project 
contact him for more details. Tom also said that an ar- 

“ticle relating to the Clubs pas *participation in the 
Iditarod and written by him was published in World Radio 
Magazine, 


The subject of clecting a new SCM was brought up by 
Tom. -He sand that he was circulating a nomination: peti- 
tion for Fred Wegmer and that he was contacting other clubs 
in Alaska regarding this nomination and requesting alter- 
nate names if there was interest. Final nomination to he 
into ARRL by Sept. 7, ,1979. 


Patty Oleson (KL7L) then read the nomination resume tuo 
the meeting. 


Wilse Morgan (KL7CQ) made a motion to have the Club pay 
for 4 or 5 belt buckles (apparently $44-$55) so that the 
required 25 could be ordered and not delay the 21 that al- 
ready have been requested by Club members. This was 
seconded and approved by the members, 


Herb Rosenthal (AL7G) asked the President why the Club 
was considering becomeing involved with a scholarship 
program. Herb suggested that perhaps the Club, if it 
wished to support a worthy cause and or gain IRS tax 
exempt status, should consider a project relating to 
communications such as emergency communications van. 


Fred said the Board believes the Club should be in- 
volved in some type of community project and therefore he 
asked members to consider this and give suggestions to 
the Board. 

Steve Norrell (KL7IYX) reported that the ACC would be 
presenting a seminar on orgainizational tex-cxempt status 
and that pérhaps this seminar would be of value to the 
Club since we are considering this. Fred said that some- 
one from our Club would be there. 


Susie Arnout was then introduced by Dave Lawrence (KL7HAB) 
and presented with a letter or appreciation and flowers for 
her help in produciny our TV promotion. 


Introductions of the general membership were then held. 


Frank Drake (KL7IPV) requcsted that members of the flea 
market committee and volunteers should been with him on 
8/4/79. 


Fred reported that the public address systems was near 
completion and should be ready for the next meeting. 


Fred asked the Club for permission to purchase 6 Model 
28ASR Teletype Machines - 5 of which were to be auctioned 
off at the flea market. Cost per machine is $25. A mo- 
tion to make the purchase was made, seconded and approved. 


Fred requested an adelitional $300 for the flea market 
activities. This was seconded and approved.

Dear Fellow Amateurs, 


As you may already know, the ARRL has solicited, from its members 
in Alaska, nominating petitions for the office of Section Communications 
Manager (SCM) for the Alaska Section of the Northwest Division. 


The Anchorage Amateur Radio Club wishes to announce its nomination 
and support of Fred S. Wegmer KL7HFM for this most important position. 
Enclosed is a copy of Fred's experience in Amateur Radio, the electronics 
and camminications field, and his "platform" for seeking election to the 
office of SCM. 


However, my primary purpose here is to urge Alaska's ARRL members 
to take the initiative and actively participate in the ARRL communicat- 
ions structure here in Alaska; whether in supporting our candidate or 
by nominating sameone of your choice. SCM candidates must have been a 
member of the ARRL for a continuous term of at least two years and a 
licensed amateur of General class or higher immediately prior to receipt 
of petition at Headquarters. Your petition must be received at Head- 
quarters on or before 5:30PM EDST, September 7, 1979. ‘To be valid, a 
petition mst contain the signatures of five or more full ARRL members 
residing in Alaska. Photocopied signatures are not acceptable. No 
petition is valid without at least five signatures on that petition. 
(see page 88 August QST). 


If more than one member is nominated, ballots will be mailed fran 
Headquarters on October 1, 1979, and returns counted November 20, 1979. 
The new SCM will then take office January 1, 1980. 


While we here in Anchorage heartily support our candidate, I hope 
that more than one candidate will be naminated - so that ARRL will be 
forced to mail out ballots for the election. In this way, each ARRL 
member in Alaska will be personally confronted with a choice and a de- 
cision to make. The end result is that Alaska's ARRL members will be- 
come aware of the election and are offered the individual invitation to 
participate. If only one person is nominated, ARRL will simply announce 
the election of that person, uncontested, in fine print in QST. The 
majority of Alaska's ARRL members would, subsequently, not even know 
that there was an election. 


I urge all Alaska's ARRL members to take an active part in the 
election of the SCM for our state.

Fred Wegmer has been a licensed amateur radio operator since 1951. He 
became KL7HFM, his current call, in 1970. . Prior to that he held several 
other callsigns as his hame QTH changed. They were: W9HHV, his first 
call; DL4HX in Germany; K6LCA; KA2DJ in Japan; KH6FOW, Hawaii; KM6DI 
Midway Island; and W4NKM.

“uplished monthly by Tom & Mary Moore, KL7Q & KL7P, thru the cooperation and assistance 
of the Alaska Division of Emergency Services (ADES) for the enjoyment of the HAM's who 
support the Alaska Civil Preparedness Net and the Alaska State RACES program, 


New and ole time hams have been returning to the net this month as the summer work season 
begins to slow down. And with a rejuvinated Net Roster this month, I think now's the time 
to spout off a bit about the net, the roster and the 292'er. 


First off, as some know and some don't, the 292 net is a very old net dating back to Dec 
1969 (we have all the logs of daily check-ins from then until present) and well before 
then as an informal Alaska net. There's been many net controls and several people credit- 
ed with starting the original 292 net. However, at least as far as formal dated records 
are concerned, Del wolfington KL7EKB, seems to be the one who got the current version of 
the net going back in 1969, Theres many tales floating around about what happened on the 
292 frequency back during the '64 quake and even before. Frank Hillier KL7FBR was around 
in, those days and remembers many of the ole timers who were active then. 


It was about the time that Del got the net going in 1969, that he obtained official liasion 
with the then Alaska Disaster Office which has supported the net ever since. All the de- 
tails aren't clear but the net has continued non-stop since then. Most of the net control- 
ling was done by Del, KL7EKB; Faye KL7FLU, and later Dudley KL7EQQ here in Anchorage. In 
Portland Ore was ED W7HJU, Long John K6TLU in Calif and many others who's names I just don't 
have at this time. In the fall of '77, Mary & I joined the net and the State's RACES pro- 
gram;' Mary as primary net control and me as net manager and State Deputy RACES officer. 
.,Also in the fall came Dave KL7IYH (now KL7M) who has been one heck of an anchor man for 

the net. 


Net rosters use to contain only Alaska stations but because the net grew in popularity 

with stateside stations, the roster now lists the primary people who are with us on a reg- 
ular basis. The roster changes each and every month. Theres never been any set, definite 
guidelines followed as to when a station would be taken off or added back. Along about the 
22nd or 23rd or so of each month, I take Mary's master roster and Elmer's previous month's 
roster and use them to make up the next month's roster using the formula of about 5 checkins 
required by the current date for adding a station. If a station hasn't checked in at all 
since the previous month, I scrath him from the currlent roster unless I know he's off 

on vacation or his antenna is down for a week or two or some other temporary absense. 


In February 78, I put out the first 292'er to all those listed on that month's roster, in 
an effort to provide, primarily to alaska HAMS, tidbits of news and what-have-you to let 
them know that some one cares about their existance and whats going on with them out there; 
and that we want to support them as best we can thru HAM radio. Well, it seemed to go over 
pretty good and, with the cooperation of CLyde KL7IBY down at ADES, I expanded the mailing 
list to include every one listed on the current month's roster. 


Now, to our purpose: To provide a regualr pagth of HF communications between Alaska and the 
lower 48 so that if a disaster should hit, Alaska's HAMs will know where to meet and who to 
contact in a timely manner so that we could send and recieve official State messages should 
the need occur - or to provide a means where by health and welfare traffic could be quickly 
handled into and out of the State. In order to do this, we conduct the net regularly the 
way we do ~ to handle routine phone patches and 3rd party traffic to maintain our skills 

in handling traffic - a current knowledge of who's active and where they are and how to 
contact them; a current knowledge of the working's of several of the State's agencies that 
we might have to work with. SIMPLE ? ? Simply stated but not so simply done. People must 
have ‘an incentive to remain involved in any activity. While its fairly easy for us as net 
controllers and primary participants, its not so easy for the average Alaska HAM out in the 
bush to sit there and listen to a seemingly one sided conversation in which almost all the 
traffic is directed to one city; plus cope with things like the "woodpecker", QRM when 
props are good, and poor props when they're bad. So that's the reason we have a roll call 
at 17302 each day - so that HAMs out there in the bush can listen for their call and know 
we want them to check-in and that they are a part of the net. We'd like to see HAMs in the 


bush take more advantage of their “communications capability" by perhaps generating 3rd 
party messages from local citizens to friends and relatives in other parts of Alaska 
via the Alaska Bush Net or to folks in the states via the 292 net. - or whatever - any- 
thing to stay active and useful with your radios, It works, Citizens will recognize 
your worth as a communicator on a first hand basis and we get the satisfaction of pro- 
viding a needed, otherwise unavailable, public service. 


So there you have it - my concept of what 14292 means to us and how we use it. We need 
- we,all together - need each others continued participation and support; for its folks 
like you who someday, thru your vigilance, may provide the communications assistance 
that may directly contribute to the saving of many lives here in Alaska. 


Now you all can put your handkerchiefs back in your back pockets a while and lets mention 
a few things thats been going on round here.

Dear Sirs: 


Enclosed are three plans for HAM communications support of the 1980 Iditarod 
Race. Each of these plans has its advantages and disadvantages noticeable 
primarily in terms of dollars. However, not documented is the repercussions 
of the advantages or disadvantages in terms of the "value of the communicat- 
ions" gained or lost thru use or non use of any of the three plans, 


In keeping with "success lessons" learned in previous years, HAMs will again 
require that all expenses be provided in advance “before” they go out on the 
trail. Further, we are convinced that the only way to insure timely arrival 
and departure from the check points is via the HAM dedicated aircraft. These 
aircraft can be made available te support other Iditarod operations, at fur- 
ther Iditarod expense, when not scheduled for HAM support. 


PLAN A would seem to be the most desireable by utilizing Anchorage area HAMs 
to man checkpoints as far as Kaltag; then Nome area HAMs from Unalakleet to 
Nome. PLAN C calls for the entire operation to be manned by Anchorage area 
HAMS only. The great expense in this plan is the number of personnel that 
would require commercial transportation to and from Nome. PLAN B is a repeat 
of least year's with Anchorage HAMs manning all check points as far as Kaltag 
only. 


In addressing the subject of a budget, the overall justification of the "plan 
of execution" for which the budget is appropriated comes under acute inspect~ 
don. At the June 79 Iditarod Board meeting, I was instructed to plan to man 
all checkpoints all the way to Nome. Looking at PLAN A, it is probable that 
Anchorage will have to provide manning assistance to Nome to enable manning 
from Unalakleet to Nome plus a full time Nome headquarter HAM crew, We are 
working closely with the Nome HAMs in this matter. Therefore, the most like~ 
ly plan will be a compromise between PLAN A and PLAN C; a budget between 
$5,187 and $6,837, Further cuts in the budget could be made through the de- 
letion of check points where other reliable communications are available. 

I would recommend deleting HAM check points at Ophir, Sulatna, Nulato, Unala- 
kleet and Shaktoolik. 


A more accurate budget can be proposed once the Trail Committee decides exact- 
ly which check points will/will not be manned and we determine how many Nome 
HANs will be able te participate. We caution all involved, however, that be- 
cause Iditarod has grown so large, we can no longer risk waiting until the 
last minute to "play it by ear". We must have an approved plan and budget to 
enable us to perform cur mission to the maximum extent that may be required. 
Thus the importance that necessary funds be appropriated or dedicated as far 
in advance as possible to allow for the indepth planning and scheduling re- 
quired for such an operation. 


Since RCA ALASCOM was 82 generous with its $3,000 donation to Iditarod in 
gsepport of the HAM's mission in 1979, I seek the committee's approval for 
our solicitation, after the first snow flies, from ALASCOM and other com- 


munications oriented firms for pledges and/or donations to Iditarod in 
surport of the HAMs in 1980. 


bast year's communication success by Alaska’s HAMs proved that we can 
work with the Iditarod organization in harmony to provide a valuable ser- 
vice to the racers, race officials and others all along the trail. I be- 
iveve I speak for all involved HAMs when I say that we are committed to 


work together to provide the absolute best overall communications effort, 
27ar, in 1980.
